VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  NO.  76. 

A Jty-Laie  to  amend  Jiy-lMxe  Xo . 73. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  amend 
a By-Law  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  authorizing 
the  Vancouver  Street  Railway  Company  to  lay  down, 
construct,  equip,  complete,  maintain  aud  operate  a 
street  railway  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver, known  as  By-Law  No.  73,  of  said  City  ; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  iu  Council  assembled,  as 
follow's ; — 

That  section  two  of  said  By-Law  be  repealed, 
and  the  following  section  be  substituted  therefor  : 

1 . Section  one  of  said  street  railway  shall  exteud 
from  Granville  Street  Bridge,  northerly  along  Gran- 
ville Street  to  Hastings  Street ; thence  easterly  along 
Hastings  Street  to  Cambie  Street ; tlienee  northerly 
along  Cambie  Street  to  Cordova  Street;  thence  easter- 
ly along  Cordova  Street  to  Carroll  Street  : thence 
northerly  along  Carroll  Street  to  Powell  Street; 
thence  easterly  along  Powell  Street  to  Westminster 
Avenue,  where  it  will  connect  with  section  two  of 
said  street  railway  ; thence  southerly  along  West- 
minster Avenue  to  Dufferin  Street,  and  be  continued 
to  Sixth  Avenue  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Section  two  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend  from 
the  intersection  of  Campbell  Avenue  and  Powell  Street 
westerly  along  Powell  Street  to  Westminster  Avenue, 
where  it  will  connect  with  section  one. 

Section  three  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend 
from  the  intersection  of  Granville  and  Hastings  Streets 
northerly  along  Granville  Street  to  Cordova  Street ; 
thence  easterly  along  Cordova  Street  to  Cambie  Street, 
where  it  shall  meet  section  one. 

Section  four  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend 
from  Cambie  Street,  where  it  intersects  Hastings 
Street ; thence  easterly  along  Hastings  Street  to 
Westminster  Avenue,  where  it  shall  intersect  with 
section  one. 

Section  five  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend  from 
the  western  end  of  Georgia  Street,  near  the  bridge 
over  Coal  Harbour,  and  easterly  along  Georgia  to 
Pender  Street ; thence  along  Pender  Street  to  Burrard 
Street ; thence  northerly  along  Burrard  Street  to 
Hastings  Street;  thence  easterly  along  Hastings  Street 
to  Granville  Street. 

Section  six  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend  from 
the  junction  of  Campbell  Avenue  and  Powell  Street, 
southerly  along  Campbell  Avenue  to  Hastings  Street, 
and  easterly  along  Hastings  Street  to  the  city  limits, 
and  to  continue  to  the  Eastern  Park. 

Section  seven  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend 
from  the  intersection  of  Hastings  Street  and  West- 
minster Avenue,  easterly  along  Hastings  Street  to  the 
city  limits,  whenever  the  grade  of  said  street  near  to 
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Blocks  68  and  69  is  made  by  the  City  practicable  for  a 
street  railway  to  be  worked  over  it. 

Section  eight  of  said  street  railway  shall  extend 
from  Granville  Street  westerly  to  Stanley  Park,  cither 
along  Pacific  Street  or  Beach  Avenue. 

2.  Section  three  of  said  By-Law  is  amended  by 
striking  out  the  figure  “3”  in  the  seventh  line  thereof 
and  inserting  the  word  “and”  between  the  _ figures  1 
and  2 in  same  line,  and  by  striking  out  the  figure  “4 
in  the  eighth  line,  and  by  inserting  the  figure  and 
word  “ 3 and”  before  the  figure  “ 7 ” in  the  eleventh 
line  of  said  sectiou. 

3.  Section  four  of  said  By-Law  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  and  figure  “and  3”  in  the 
fourth  line,  and  inserting  the  word  “and”  between 
the  figures  1 and  2 in  said  line,  and  by  inserting  the 
figure  “ 3 ” betore  the  figure  “4  ” in  the  eleventh  line 
of  said  section,  and  by  adding  the  word  and  figure 
“ and  8 ” after  the  figure  “ 7 ” in  said  line. 

4.  Section  31  of  said  By-Law  is  amended  by  striking 
out  the  figures  “40000”  in  the  last  line  but  one  of 
said  section,  and  inserting  instead  the  figures  “20000.”
